Niw TOMC, Oct. B.— Frederick R 
Coudert. the eminent lawyer and moin 
bor of the Venezuelan coi^niissinn, up 
pointed by President Cloveland to in 
vestigate the Venesnehui boundary 
qnestion, retnrned to this dtj 7eeler< 
daj from The Hague on the French lin« 
Iteiuner La Bonrgogne. Mr. Coudert 
went ahltMMl for the purpos(> of cxamin 
ing the old Dntch ret ords n-latiug 
tlu' Veneznelan boundary and has spent 
considerable time over the archives with 
the result that quite an array of new 
testimony bearing upon the point at is 
Bue has been||unearhted. 

Mr. Condert was eeen last night con 
ct rning tlio results of his trip. He Rai<l 
tliat mnch had been accomplished. 

• Inimcdiately upon niy arrival ..t Th 
Hajme," said he, "1 met Professor Parr 
of Ooruell univeraity, who, as the reprt 
sentative of the commission, had alrt»uly 
spent much time in gathering data. 
Togetherwe went throogh the records 
Tenr thoroughly. 

"Then we went to London, where 
many of the records were transferred at 
thenme of the purchase of Guiana in 
1816. Biany of these records had al' 
ready been pablished by the British gov 
enunent, and very fairly. We found 
other nsefol eridence there, however, 
and both in London and Holland met 
with uniform courteqr in theproaecU' 
tion of our search." 
• "Were all the reouda prior to 1813 
transferred to Loudon at the time of the 
sale?" was asked. 

"No, indeed," said Mr. Condert (jnick- 
ly ; "not all of tht ni. We found soim 
very valnuble iiajH Ts in the old Ducli 
records." 

.lust liow valualile these were or what 
they tcndi'd to t stabHsh, Mr. Coudert 
would not disclose, but reiterated lii; 
Statement that tlicy were very valuable 

Another useful source of informa- 
tion, he s;\i(l, was the propaganda at 
Rome, where some valuable records 
Were found. 

"The pioneers in this territory," h 
.said, "we monks, cliiefly of the OnUr 
of nai)ucliiiis. iuid their rejjorls to their 
home oriler contain mucli information 
wliich both parties to the controversy 
hare been alibwed to arafl thamMtraa 
of." 

Regarding the correspondence which 
has passed between Secretarv Olney and 
Lord Salisbury reoantly. Mr. Ckmdert 

said : 

"I understajid that this cdrn spondence 
deals with the subject of arbitration 
generally and can not be spocilically ap 
plied to the Yenezulan controversy. Thi 
recent visit of Joseph Ohamberlain did 
not, in my opinion, have any connection 
With this 'matter. 

"So far as I know officially nothing 
farther has been accomplished in the 
matter than when I left, and if any ne- 
gotiations are being conducted by the 
executive of the government to settle it 
they are unknown to me. I can not say 
when the commission's report will be 
ready nor whether it will be finished 
before President Cleveland's term of 
of&oe expires."

Soon aft* r they 
reached Bales's house they d(?mande(l 
that Mrs. Bales return home with them. 
BIrs. Bales wa.8 upstairs at the time, 
and, hoirying up the stairway, Bales 
sMured a gun ana fired upon Jayne and 
son, who were then coming up the 
stairway. One shot entered his father- 
in-law's brain and killed him instantly. 
Jayue's son walked over his fatlur's 
dead body and was advancing on Bales, 
who flrea another shot, which entered 
the young man's left breast, wounding 
him fatally. The Jaynea are of one of 
the best families in Lee ooonty, Vir- 
ginia.

the stairway was on fire. He ran on 
the outside and woke all the boys and 
barely saved his own life. The boys 
threw tlieir beds ont of the windows 
iiid jumped to the ground on them. 

One of the boys who was burned t< 
d( ath was a ciipple and the other tliret 
were in roomi where there w«t» no 

windows. 

The academy was built by tlie Cho< 
taw Nations and 103 boys w<'re thei- 
Satnnlay nigltt when it burned. PIvi ry 
tliiic; .1 total loss, as tlie Nation did 
not < MI ry any insurance.

Thursday he accfun- 
panied his wife to Columbus to bi' pres- 
ent at the wedding ol' Peter Lightwiue 
and Sophie Knoap, the latter being his 
wife's sister. 

The deceased and his wife prepared tc. 
remain v\ ith them a few days. Thnr«- 
day night Klitz, who liacl seemingly 
been in perfect health, bec*ame violently 
ill with some peculiar malady. It soon 
became evident that he was a victim of 
hydn)phobia, and at !» o'chu k Friday 
night the sutl'erer hud to be strapped to 
the bed. Klitz was bitten by his own 
dog, a valuable pointer, last July, while 
attempting to give the animal, which 
liad been previously bitten by another 
dug, some medicine.

The engineer should have 
water at ()s ige (hty. but being behind 
time, he endeavored to nm to the next 
tank. The engineer and fireman both 
met de.iih in the wreck. The train liad 
proceeiied but two miU s beyond this 
place when two terrific explosions were 
heard, one following close after tha 
other. 

The locomotive was completely shat- 
tered. The express, l)aggiige and pas- 
senger coaches came crashing npon tlie 
wrecked engine and the coaches that 
were ahead were piled up in one heap of 
wreckage. The coaches in the rear were 
all derailed, but the passengers riding in 
the rear escaped serious injury. 

The wreck was marked by scenes of 
the wildest confusion among the terri- 
fit d passengers. The nen*es of numy 
were at a high pitch as a result of their 
i xperieiice with the road agents in New 
Mexico, and when the cr.ish came the 
first impression of nearly all was that 
the ti-aiu had been attacked again by 
robbers. One passenger. William Beck- 
ler of Los Angeles, en route to Cliicago, 
seemed to h>sv lii.s rea.'-on • iitirely. When 
the crash caiiic he drew a jiistol from 
his piK-ket, and in the prt sence of a car

Every native-born male citizen of the 
I'liiteil States, who han ii-r-iilcil in tiio 
State of Kentucky cue year, in the 
county of Mason six months and in the 
I^recinct in which lie ('\-pe(f:J to vote 
sixty days prior to liie election may reg- 
ister. He need not live there sixty days 
to rek;i?ti'r, h'lt it. by clfciiKii day, he 
will have lived there sixty d.iy.* and in 
the county six nioiitlis anil in the State 
one year, he may rei^ister and vote. 

Naturalized citizens of the T'nited 
States wlio pro lui e to the otticer? of rej;- 
iatrution, if demanded, tiieir naturaliza- 
tion papers, and who have the necessary 
qualifications as to residence, may regit!- 
ter. 

Section 1,47S determines the residenre 

of a voter as fc)llo\\>: ''That s^liall lu- 
deemed his resilience where his lial>ita- 
tion is, and to whicli, when abiient, lie 
has the inteiitinii •){ r> l .jMiin_'. 

"The plai'e wliere the laii.iiy ni a inar- 
ried man resides shall irencialiy he con- 
sidered his residence, uuloss the family 
so resides for a temjmrary purpose. If 
hi:: family is permaiit-ntly in i^ne place 
and iie transacts his business in anotiier, 
the former shall- be his residence."
